Apostolic Delegate Awaits the Ar- 
rival of Secretary Taft in Wash- 
ington, Where He Will Take Up 
Friars’ Case.

AWAITING SETTLEMENT

Government Officials Will Not In- 
terfere in the Restitution of the 
Church Property—Wil! Leave 
All to the Civil Courts. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 
ROME, Dee. 17.--Reports asst from 


Washington to the propaganda by Arch- 
bishop Agius, the apostolic delegate to the 
Phiilipine Islands, bring the information 
that the negotiations regarding church 
property have not been entirely successful 
Bo far. 

One of the matters waa the restoring to 
the bishops the church property usurped 
by Aglipay and his followers after the 
schism. It was thought here that it would 
be within the power of the government to 
order its restitéstion to the church. 

Mar. Agius/reports that the government 
at Washington can not possibly interfere 
but will let the courts in the islands, which 
have already been appealed to by both 
sides, decide the controversy from a legal 
standpoint. It is feared here that such a 
course will entail a lorfg delay and consid- 
erable expense which the churcn in the 
islands just now is not in a position to de- 
fray. 

Fears are also entertained that the con- 
tention of Agilpay’s followers that the 
ehurches in the Archipelago are the prop- 
erty of the Filipinos, irrespective of their 
allegiance to Rome, may prove stronger 
than it appears, and that the courts may 
at least in some cases devide in favor of 


the schismatics. 
The new apostolic dclegate has been itn- 


trusted with full powers to put down the 
achism and punish the leaders, and espec- 
faliy those of the Filipino native clergy 
who since the American occupation of the 
islands, may have been guilty of aiding 
and abetting the movement of Agtipay and 
his followers. Recent information received 
directly from the bishops shows a gradual 
increase in the number of Agilpay’s fol- 
lowers within the last year. 

Another important matter, which Mar. 
Agius was charge‘ to settlo with the Wash- 
ington officials, was the partition of the 
$7,000,000 remaining from the amount paid 
by the government for the sale of the 
Friars’ jand between the religious orders 
which ‘still have claim upon the money and 
the secular authorities of the church in the 
islands. The Dominican and the Jesuit or- 
ders have not yet obtained a settiement of 
their claims, as did the Augustinians, and 
the basis of such a settlement was to be 
submitted to the government officials in 
order that the remainder of the money 
might be paid to the parties having a right 
to !t. | 

Opinion is freely expressed ‘here that the 
bishops in the Philippine Islands will have 
little left of the fund for the support of 
their churches if all the claims of the re 
ligious orders be fully paid, and that, ‘here- 
fore, it is imperative that the matter be 
adjusted before the apostolic delegates de- 
parture for his post. 

If sufficient money be left, ft ts the in- 
tention of some of the bishops to build new 
churches for the Roman Catholics in those 
villages where the already existing build- 
lings have been occupied by the Schismatlic 
followers of Aglipay, in case they should be 
allowed by the courts to continue in peace- 
ful possession of the property of the 
church. , 

By such vigorous means ft is expected 
that the Schism will soon be repressed and 
unity restored once more to the’church in 
the Archipelago. This will form the prin- 
eipal task intrusted to the zeal of the new 
a@portolic delegate, who, before his de- 
garture from Rome, received instructions 
as to how to act in the casc.

Governor-elect Joseph W. Folk, in con- 
sidering the formation of an official cab- 
jnet to serve his administration during the 
next four years, has found a serious prob- 
lem on his hands. 

For every job, large or small, important 
or otherwise at his disposal, the incom- 
ing governor finds there are from 10 to 
30 applicants. Each applicant is supported 
Ay indorsements from 19 to ® politicians. 

For thirty years, the politicians have 
been supreme in the state government of 
| Missouri. A change ts expected under the 
Folk regime. 

A political indorsement, no matter how 
powerful it is, may count for nothing if 
Mr. Folk carries out his idea of conduct- 
ing the state government along non-parti- 
san lines, 

He has already announced that there will 
be no “Folk machine;”’ that all appoint- 
ments will be based fundamentally on 
merit and that political service will count 
merely as a secondary consideration in se- 
lecting the servants of the people. 

The above tablo shows that Mr. Folk 
will have to fill about 4 positions—as- 
suming the present incumbents will resign 
or be retired—to each of which is attached 
a large measure of responsibility. 

If he desired, he could go further and 
dictate the entire army of state employes, 
whioh numbers 4000 or 4000. But such a 
radical exercise of power would be extraor- 
dinary, if not entirely unprecedented. 


Patronage Worth 
$i 40,000 a Year. 


An office such as that of chief of police of 
a large city or the superintenent of a state 
institution, either of which is under the su- 
petvision of a state board, appointed by 
che governor, is usually filled according to 
the wishes of the executive. 

Mr. Folk practically has at his disposa! 
scene worth $140, a year, if only the 

epartment heads whom he chooses are 
taken into consideration. Otherwise. the 
salary list would run above the million 
mark. 

Just whom Mr. Folk will select to con- 
duct these important offices not even his 
nearest friends seem to be able to forecas! 
with any degree of confidence.

AFTER LONG DESERTION 
IT IS THRIVING AGAIN 


All Because It Was Discovered 
That There Is Another Rich 
Vein There, Though Experts 
Had Declared There Could Be 
None.

SHELBURN, Ind., Dec, 17.—Old King 
Coal is a capricious old soul. He makes 
towns and fortunes. Then he turns the 
tables and wrecks them. His latest prank 
is an intéresting one. He wrecked the 
town of Shelburn, then changed moods 
and built it up again. 

Shelburn is in Sullivan county, twenty- 
one miles south of Terre Haute on the 
Evansville & Terre Haute railroad. . The 
railroad, built in the middle of the last 
century was responsible for its existence. 
Coal was discovered under the town and a 
healthy boom started. The town grew, 
but never to proportions to entitle it to 
to any other name than town. 

During the hast ten years of the nine- 
teenth century, after it was thought the 
field had been thoroughly worked and 
ooal became scarce under Shelburn, the 
town dwindled away. The miners depart- 
ed, the coal operators closed the old mines, 
and the once thrifty town was left to dle. 

It was then that King Coal planned a 
surprise. The impression had prevailed 
at Shelburn that coal did not lie west of 
the E. & T. H. railroad, which runs north 
and south through the center of the town. 
The operators, therefore, did not run their 
mine ways west of the line of railroad. 
Just when Shelburn was dying for want of 
coal fields, the new town of Jasonville, 
eighteen miles eastward, sprang up like 
magic. Coal in vast quantities was found 
to exist there. The vein was a Hittle 
farther down than that of the old Shel- 
burn field. 


Then Came 
the Revival. 


Jasonville’s boom brought mfilions of 
dollars into the new field for investment. 
Some Chicago capitalist even ventured 
the thought that perhaps coal did exist 
west of the. FE. & T, H. railroad at Shel- 
burn. They had a test made. Coal equally 
as good as that at Jasonville was discov- 
ered. New Shelburn, once dead, has been 
resurrected and is on a boom. 

Mines by the score are being sunk 
around the town. The boom has extended 
to Sullivan, the county seat of Sullivan 
County, six miles south*of Shelburn. Sul- 
livan has extended her corporate limits a 
mile to the northward and new streets 
have been opened. #iouses are being built 
as fast as the mechanics can put them up 
and they are rented before completion. 
The new streets of Bullivan, in commem- 
oration of this campaign year, have been 
named after men who shone in the political 
arena, including Roosevelt, Parker and 
Bryan. Mines are going down around BSul- 
livan in a hurry, too, and there is earnest 
competition between the county seat and 
Shelburn for boom honors. The greatest 
interest centers around Shelburn, however, 
as that town had been labeled a ‘“‘goner.”’ 

New brick business blocks are taking the 
place of the old‘ ramshackle frames that 
occupied the main street of Shelburn prior 
to the second coming: of King Coal. And 
in the residence district the old inhabitants 
are repainting their houses in order to 
make them as presentable as the scores of 
new houses that are being built. Shelburn 
has far outgrown her old bounds. A year 
ago the population was estimated at be- 
tween 400 and 60. Now it i9 said to Be 
fully five times that much, and before an- 
other year has passed it is estimated that 
Shelburn will boast a population of be- 


tween 3000 and 4006. 


All Their Homes 

Exactly Alike. 

The Mammcth Coal Co., with mines a 
mile south of Shelburn, has built a hun- 
dred houses that are superior to the com- 
houses usually bullt at coal mines. 
They: are all of the same type, and there 
are three rows of them. It is a matter 
of fun around there to blindfold a child 
and have him find his home. It is a diffi- 
cult task because all the houses are alike. 
There are stories told, too, about miners 
who come home late from lodge and get 


into the wrong house. 

Other coal companies are building com- 
pany houses, too, and before the first of 
the year it is expected that five or aix 
hundred new houses will have been con- 
structed in New Shelburn. One of the best 
evidences of a0 growth of Shelburn is at 
the town schoo The rooms are crowded 
to the doors ith little Americans. An ad- 
dition has been built to it that is twice 
he size of the original building.

Panama is a land of government conces- 
sions. Somebody has a concession for each 
thing -from selling charcoal and artificial 
ice to importing cigarettes and running a 
$5,000,000 lottery. Hitherto, as in all other 
South and Central American republics cx- 
cept Costa Rica, the army by tacit consent 
has held the revolution concession.

This was one of the arguments which 
/ supported the President's determination to 
name Crum in spite of the protests from 
the white people of the state and the un- 
yielding opposition of the senators from 
South Carolina, Taking Capers’ words, he 
felt convinced that Crum was opposed not 
because of any lack of ability or of any 
personal objection to him as a good citizen. 
but solely on the ground of his color. While 
that reason was entirely sufficient for the 
people of Charleston, it did not turn the 
balance in the eyes of the President. Con- 
sequently Crum’s nomination has been sent 
again to the Senate. this being the tnird 
time he has been named without being 
confirmed. 

Recent reports have been in circulation 
to indicate that Senator Tillman will no 
longer oppose the confirmation of Crum, 
but if these are eventually to come true, 
there is no intimation yet from the sena- 
tor to support that belief. On the con- 
trary, he has given notice in the Senate 
that he desires no action on the nomina- 
tion until the Senate has received from the 
judiciary committee the long awaited re- 
port on the legality of recess appoiatments. 

This declaration brings in the question 
of senatorial courtesy, which every mem- 
ber of the body regards as a dangerous 
thing to toy with, lest a breaking of cue 
tom may react against himself similarly at 
some tnovportune moment. Hence the 
Crum appointment is held up, await- 
ing a report on the points of law 
involved in the negro collector's second 
nomination a-yvear ago, when a “construc- 
tive recess" was officially declared to 
exist between the closing of the extra sea- 
sion. and the beginning of the regular 
session the next moment. 


PRESIDENT TO HAVE 
FOUR SOCIAL AIDES 


Young and Good-Looking Army 
Officers Are Designated fer 
Enviable Honor.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.~Four lucky 
young men have just been appointed as so- 
cial alds at the White House for the com- 
ing winter. They dre Lieut. Roscoe (. Bul- 
mér of the navy, Lieut. Harry Randolph 
lay of the marine corps and Lieuts. Dan 
T: Moore and Granville R. Fortescue of the 
army. 

These assignments of duty, the holders 
of which are regarded as extremely envi- 
able, are distributed not as rewards for 
military services performed, but merely in 
recognition of the personal popularity and 
agreecabieness of the recipients. Grizzled 
veterans are not chosen for work of this 
kind. A social aid to the President should 
be good-looking, clever, well-mannered and 
self-possessed; he should also be young, ex- 
perienced in the usages of polite society, 
and beyond criticism in the matter of at- 
tire. Above all, he should look well in a 
uniform. All of these qualities distinguish 
the four officers above mentioned. 

Now, it ought not to be supposed that 
these young officers will have nothing to do 
but help Mr..and Mrs. Roosevelt to enter- 
tain. They have regular work to do at the 
war and navy departments, and for their 
services at the White House they receive 
no extra pay. 

Whenever the President gives a dinner 
there is always one of the social aids on 
hand to receive the guests. It would not 
be consistent with etiquette for Mr. and 
Mrs. Roosevelt to await, like ordinary 
folk, the arrival of the persons invited. 
They are obliged. whether they wish it or 
not, to assume a quasi-royal formality. 
They do not go downstairs until all the 
guests are assembled. and the latter are 
received in the red room by the young of- 
ficer who greets them as the representa- 
tive of the President, introduces them to

Casually Visited by a Hunting 
Party, Tells Its Members Some 
Surprising Things. 


Special to the i’ost-Dispatch. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., Dec. 17.~Texas 
has a divine healer, Navarro by name, of 
whom very little is known by the outside 
world. He ts not one of the money-making 
variety, nor does he deal in incantations or 
charm. He is quite an unassuming old 
man, living in a very simple and humble 
manner, four miles from his nearest neigh- 
bor, with no company, except his pet dogs 
and cats, and other domestic animals, and 
with only an occasional suffering pilgrim 
who has traveled many miles, perhaps on 
foot, to reach this Mecca, where his ills 
are cured and his physical pains alle- 
viated. 

About twenty miles west of this city, in 
a very sparsely settled district, the traveler 
may see On a gate as he passes along the 
public road, a neatly painted sign, which 
reads: ‘‘Navarro, Haven of Rest."’ 

Most persons pass by somewhat puzzled 
at the meaning of those strange words, but 
soon forget the incident. It was not so 
with your correspondent, who in company 
with others, was on a hunting trip, and 
out of mere curiosity passed through the. 
gate and following the dim trail for some 
distance soon came in sight of a hum- 
ble stone house of one room. Mr. Navarro 
came out and cordially invited the party to 
unhitch the teams and remain over night, 
which invitation was accepted. 

It was during the evening, while smok- 
ing and chatting with the old gentleman 
around his primMive fireplace, that he 
talked of his power to heal the sick. Each 
of the party was told many facts about his 
disposition, character, past and present life 
and physical ailments. Numerous quesftons 
asked mentally as he indicated were an- 
swered in a wonderful and satisfactory 
way. His methods are of the simplest. He 
sits facing you with a small board resting 
on his Knees and yours, and by laying your 
hands, palms downward, on the board and 
concentrating the mind upon your question 
for an instant he immediately writes out 
the answer. 

Mr. Navarro takes a knife, ring or any 
garment worn or anything used or carried 
by a person, and from that he gets his 
impressions and becomes eh rapport with 


his subject. 
He took a knife of four blades from one 


of the party and said: ‘This is the blade 
intended to be used for trimming the finger 
rails but you do not use it for that pur- 
pose. The gther small blade is the one you 
use for that. as I have the inclination to 
clean my nails with it."’ Then he paced up 
and down the room as if in a rage. ‘This 
is the way you act when you get angry. I 
would advise you to control your temper. 
Anger-is very wearing on the whole sys- 
tem. At one time in your life you have run 
races, I would say on a bicycle, as I have 
the inclination to ride fast, and it gives me 
a fatigued feeling’in my legs.”’ 

He took a ring from the hand of one of 
the subjects and immediately commenced 
to cough and show signs of great ain, 
clasping at his left side over the lung. 
‘You have had lung trouble and a very se- 
vere attack of pleurisy here, which nearly 
cost your Llife.’’ In this manner he went on 
with each one present, always telling him 
the exact truth and never missing it in any 
particular. 

Several persons who have been inter- 
viewed assert that they have been cured by 
him. One case in particular is a Mexican 
woman, who positively declared that Mr. 
Navarro cured her of rheumatism. Anoth- 
er is the organist of St. Patrick’s Church 
in this city. 

The healer stated that it was not neces- 
sary for the patient to visit him in person, 
but that he could locate the disease and 
cure the person bv handling a4 garment 
worn by the patient. 

When asked to make a statement for 

publication he hesitated, but after some 
persuasion finally consented to give it, and 
permitted the following to be used: 
‘TI was born tn Casa Blanca, Cuba, in 
My father was a Spaniard and my 
mother was of French_ parentage, being 
born in New Orleans. I was 7 years of 
age when I first discovered my poyer to 
heal the sick, but I never practised it very 
much until after my mother’s death, as she 
seriously obiected to it and did not believe 
in such nonsense, as she called it. 

“T lived in New Orfeans until 1892. when I 
came to Texas, and have lived right here 
ever since. I was a man of the world for 
many years, but since I came out here 

have given more attention to things epir 
itual, and my power of healing has grown 
greater each year. When my patients are 
present I cure them by laying on of 
hands.”’ 

“Why do you not go to the large cities 
and make your fortune?” 

“T would lose my power if I mingled with 
a great number of people. And, further 
more, $f I charged for my services I coul* 
heal no one. My work is mostly among the 
poor. I do not care to treat the rich 
They have all the luxuries of life and can 
employ the hest phvpicians. T have had 
patients come here for treatment and re- 
main a week and I received nothing for 
boarding and curing them, except their 
gratitude, but that is sufficient ~ 

“How do vou make a living here? 

“T live well enough. I own thirty acres 
and rent aixty-four. T have my own COWS 
chickens and horses and my little farm 


supports me nicely.”

The exhibition closed with 
the rescue of persons from the fourth story 
in the person of firemen who jumped into 
the life nets. This was one of the most 
popular events of a night full of exciting 
incidents, and the firemen were cheered 
heartily. 

The last fireman had hardly jumped into 
the net from the fourth story when there 
,came a great clanging of bells and an am- 
bulance rushed inte the arena. 

In the ambulance were a physician and 
two nurses. The driver of the ambulance 
drove as the chariot driver in the circus 
drives. He urged his horses forward at 
breakneck pace. 

The ambulance took the corners on two 
wheels. The ambulance doors swung wide. 
The bell clanged. It was a veritable’ race 
for a life. Those who were not holding 
their respective breaths were cheering. 
The ambulance scraped paint every time fi 
rounded a corner. The pace was so swift 
and the suspense so great that the audience 
breathed eagier when the end came and 
the ambulance trotted safely into the back- 
ground and everyone was sure the nurses 
at least. were safe. 

There being no change of scenery, events 
followed swiftly. and the ambulance was 
scarcely out of the way when a dozen or 
more young men galloped into the arena 
on ponfes to contest for the prize In the 
first gymkana event.

Louls, most of the work being done by vol- 
unteers. 

The result is that the greater part of the 
receipts is net profit, and will go to the 
Post-Dispatch Christmas Festival Fund, 
and the relief funds of the St. Vincent De 
Paul Society, the St. Louls Provident Asso- 
ciation and the Jewish Relief Society. The 
expenses were guaranteed by the Post-Dis- 
patch, which advanced all money necessary 
to meet preliminary Dills.

It is impbssible to keep a record of hw burglaries are committed, but I 
should say from recollection that skeleton keys are used more than any other 
device as a means of gaining entrance to residences. 

‘About two-thirds of the burglaries are committed with the ald of skeltton 
keys. When I gay skeleton keys, I include “outsiders’’ and lock-picks. An 
“outsider’’ is made so that it will grip the key after having been inserted in 
the keyhole from the outside 

Nearly every burglar arrested has a set of these keys either on his person 
when taken into custody or in his room. 

A dog is the surest preventive of burglary. We receive an average of three 
or four reports a month of attempted burglaries setting forth that the intruder 
was frightened away by the barking of a dog. 

My advice to women is, “Don’t tell your business to strangers.” 

A good many burglaries would not occur if people would lock their doors and 
who catches a burglar in his house its windows at night. A dozen reports reach this office a month telling of houses

The burglary is 
studied so well that the burglar comes 
pretty near knowing what he’s going up 
against before he ever enters a house. 

“Between 1 and 3 a m. are the usual 
business hours of a burglar. That's the 
time people are having their sound sleep. 


After 3 a. m. the milkman and the bread- 
man are stirring. Before la. m. the round- 


er is tumbling in. 


“The omlinary window lock on which a lot 
of people depend to keep their windows se- 


cure is gravy for a burglar. A chisel, which 
every burglar carries, will pry the strongest 
lock, but the strongest burglar on earth, 
with the strongest tools, could never budge 


a window that is pr ed with a common 
stick of wood, unless he smash the pane, 


and no burglar with any sense would 
think of doing that 

“The easiest kind of a lock to pick fs the

The 
breeders’ law, which prohibited night rac- 
ing and confined betting and bookmaking 
to the race track proper and limited the 
time of such racing to 90 days in the year 
would, it was believed, go far towards 
solving the problem. Accordingly many 
legislators, like myself, considering the 
proposed regulations q big step towards 
restricting wholesale gambling, voted for 
the breeders’ bill. 

“The law at first seemed to meet with the 
approval of the public, and was declared 
constitutional by the Supreme court.

Question of Remedial Legislation 
on Transportation Topic of 
Much Debate.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—President 
Roosevelt is devoting much of his time to 
his plans for getting some sort of remedial 
railroad legislation. This afternoon he 
discussed the matter for nearly two hours 
with Secretary Morton, the President's 
principal adviser on rallroad matters; At- 
torney-General Moody and Frang Kellogg.

fortunate, a verdict being returned against 
him on a charge of the same character as 
the one on which Hooley was tried. He 
was sentenced to one year’s imprisonment, 
but execution of the sentence was sus- 
pnded pending an a al and the prisoner 
was released on a $40,000 bond. 

Hooley was arrested last May as a se- 
quence of his colossal bankruptcy. Prio 
to 18988 he was known as a multimillionaire, 
reaching the pinnacle in 189%, when he pro- 
moted a bicycle tire company on which he 
was supposed to have cleared 500,000. 
He lived a kind of Monte Christo existence, 
buying yachts, fast horses and magnificent 
country seats as fancy dictated.

The issuance of the mandate followed 
the refusal of the Court of Appeals a few 
days ago to grant a rehearing of the cases. 
Fach was sentenced in the United States 
district court in St. Louis to pay a fine of 
$100) and to serve a term of five years in 
the Missouri penitentiary. 

The cases were appealed to the Court of 
Appeals. In an opinion handed down in 
St. Paul. Oct. 17, the sentence of the lower 
eourt was affirmed. A motion for rehear- 
ing was filed, but was overruled. 

Barrett was formerly marshal of the St. 
Touts Court of Appeals. Dolan was chair- 
man of the Democratic city central com- 
mitee and Garrett was a police officer, 
walking a beat in Dolan’s. ward, the 
Twenty-fourth.

Extraordinary Building Era Pre- 
vails in State Which Offers 
So Many Seanoris. 


Knectal to the Post-Dispated. 

VICKSBURG, Miss., Dec. 17.—Mississipp! 
is rejvicing in an extraordinary era of rail- 
road building. No other state tn the Union 
is prospering as she is in this respect. 
Stowly the great railroad combinations 
reaching into the South are finding a foot- 
hold there, stretching from their northern 
connections through that section of the 
state to reach deep seaports. 

The Gulf «& Ship Island road, extending 
from Gulfport, in the south, to Jackson, 
Miss., where it makes connection with the 
Illinola Central lines, is ‘probably the most 
important of the smaller lines which have 
been built within the past few years. This 
without its to branches, is about 
i60 miles in length, but so well.located as 
to form an almost direct line south for the 
lilinois Central road. 

It has frequently been reported that the 
Gulf road was to be gobbled up by some 
of the larger systems seeking gulf ports, 
but these rumors have been insistently de- 
by those tin authority.

AMERICAN DIGS UP 
RELICS OF ANCIENTS 


Works of Almost Forgotten Race 
Found in Russia by Carnegie 
Institute Professor. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 


(Copyright, 1904, by the Press Publishing Co.) 

ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 17.—Prof. Poem- 
pelty of the faculty of the Carnegie In- 
stitute at Pittsburg, has just made archeo- 
logical discoveries in transcasplan districts 
of so startling a nature that the Rus- 
sian government has taken a hand in the 
excavations leading to them. 

Prof. Poempelty began the work with the 
Imperial Russian Archeological Commis- 
sion’s approval and prosecuted it for sev- 
eral months, with little or no results. He 
finally undertook at his own expense ex- 
tensive excavations in Kopet Daga, near 
Askabad, convinced that he would make 
discoveries of great value. — 

To show the accuracy of his preliminary 
survey he has just unearthed a large store 
of ancient arms and munitions of war be- 
longing to an almost forgotten age. In 
addition to this vast storehouse of ancient 
history a vast irrigation system has been 
uncovered, é ntly the work of the race 
that peopled the district in the long ago. 
It is believed that this latter discovery will 
be of the greatest importance to the Rus- 
sian government in the future development 
of the country thereabouts. 

The Russian commission has dispatched 
two of its most expert members to the 
scene of the excavations for the purpose of 
assisting the Américan geologist in the 
classification of the objects thus far un- 
earthed and in giving government aid in 
further excavations.

200 Irish Constabulary Guard the 
Courthouse at Liventown While 
the British Prosecution of Oppo- 
nents of Eviction Is Going On. 


LANDLORDS WILL CLEAR 
ISLANDS OF PEOPLE. 


Suffering Inhabitants of Arran 
Group, Having Failed to Pay 
Rent, Owner Will Drive Them 
From His Vast Domain. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

DUBLIN, Ireland, Dec. 17.—The defend- 
ers of “Murphy's Fort,’’ the house occu- 
pied by Edmond Murphy of Watergrass- 
hill, County Cork, which offered such a 
stout resistance to the Royal Irish con- 
stabulary, who were sent to evict the 
owner, are on trial at Riverstown, County 
Cork. The prisoners number 22 in all. Two 
hundred Royal Irish constabulary men, 
armed with rifles and revolvers, guarded 
the courthouse. 

The district inspector of the constabulary, 
in the course of cross-examination, admit- 
ted that he ordered his constables to stone 
the people. 

The unhappy people who live on the 
barren Arran Islands, off’ Galway, are 
threatened with eviction by their landlord, 
T.. F. Crozier. of Dominick street, Dublin. 
The inhabitants of these islands engage in 
fishing, and when possible they attempt to 
cultivate the wretched soll. This year the 
crops have entirely failed, and left them 
unable to meet the demands of the rack- 
renters. The landlord insists on his pound 
of flesh, but the agent. more compassion- 
ate, has resigned rather than evict the 
unfortunate people and seize their house- 
hold goods. 

The brother of the landlord, with the 
bailiffs and constabulary, is expected daily 
on the islands, and it is stated {in Galway 
that the islanders will offer a desperate 
resistance to eviction. 

Bitterly cold weather has set in in Dub- 
lin, and the distress among the poor is 
most acute, owing to lack of employment. 
Matters have become so serious that the 


lord mayor has called a special meeting of | 


the corporation to devise some temporary 
scheme of relief works. 

In Belfast the distress is even more acute, 
nearly 40,000 persons there being in a semi- 
starving condition. Not for many years 
has such a dearth of employment been 
known at this season of the year. 


Hard Times Even 
In Envlish Cities. 


A somewhat similar state of affairs pre- 
vails in England, where there is a general 
complaint of hard times from the big 
cities. 

The reports sent to the United States of 
widespread distress in Ireland are some- 
what exaggerated. There is undoubtedly 
n hard winter in prospect for the country 
folk :.in the extreme western regions of 
Mayo, Galway, Donegal and Kerry, but tn 
au general way the conditions are not in- 
capable of being handled by the local ma- 
chinery. It is not likely that any appeal 
for assistance will be made to the outside 
world. 

O'Donovan Rossa, who unveiled a memo- 
rial to the Fenians at Skibbereen, his b'rth- 
place, in County Cork, on Sunady last, 
in the presence of an enormous assem- 
blage, is enjoying a royal progress through 
Cork. Besides being the recipient of an 
address of welcome from the Cork County 
Council and the freedom of the city of 
Cork from the Cork Corporation, he has 
been welcomed enthusiastically by nearly 
all the organizations in the county. 

The welcome to Rossa is a testimony of 
realization of the sufferings he endured in 
English prisong durin the Fenian days. 
He is a temporary lion, so to speak, but 
the good-natured — of Cork do not see 
in him a political or revolutionary Moses, 
ae some over-enthusiastic devotees have 
proclaimed him.

NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—A special cable 
dispatch to the Evening Post fram London 
says: Here and throughout Furope great 
importance is attached to the redistribution 


land's foreign policy. 

The first lesson of the war between Rus- 
sia and Japan was the absolute necessity 
of concentration. The changes in British 
foreign relations pointed the same lesson, 
especially the Anglo-French entente, and 
the growth of Germany as an aggressive 
naval power. } 

Hence the British naval force in home 
waters has been greatly strengthened, part- 
ly at the expense of the Mediterranean 
fleet. Russian naval ambitions in the far 
East will be left more and more to Japan, 
while German activities on the sea will be 
kept under the most effective British ob- 
servation. 

The Spectator insists that the admiralty 
calculations deliberately and rightly omit 
the American fleet. It says: ‘‘We do not 
mean to fight America nor she us. Jf war 
should break out between the two branches 
of the race it would be in the nature of 
civil war, and against civil wars it is im- 
possible to prepare. 

‘Even if these considerations did not 
hold, European waters still would be tho 
proper place for our concentration, because 
no combination between an American ficet 
and that of any, foreign power could take 
place without our receiving notice . suffi- 
cient for the alteration of our positions.”’ 

Naturally this naval concentration, with 
an especial eye on Germany, does not 
tend to lessen the mutual bickerings be- 
tween the English and the German press. 
On the other hand a cynic observes: “If 
two countries must have a feud it had bet- 


ter between England and Germany, since 
by the nature of the case their animosities 
are bound to be platonic, except in respect 
of the cost to their respective tax payers. 

“A war between two powers, one of which 
would be compelled to keep its fleet bot- 
tled up while the other had no army whi" 
it could possibly land in its opponent's 
country would be conducted as at present, 
mainly by the newspapers, though it might 
conservably lead to the reconquest of 
Heligoland by Great -Britain.”’

When the witnesses and lawyers came out 
they said: ‘‘We are warned by Justice 
Marean that ‘if we said anything to report~ 
ers we would be found guilty of contempt 
of court.” 

Justice Marean stepped from the court- 
room and saw the reporters talking to the 
lawyers and witnesses. He became indig- 
nant. 


Threatens Fines 
for Publication. 


‘“3et out of here,” he cried. “If any of 
these people tell you anything. I shall find 
them guilty of contempt of court. If any 
of you publish anything about this case, I 
shall find you guilty of contempt of court.” 

The reporters asked him how they were 
to get the decision in the case of Mabel 
Spang.

Justice Marean then ordered the police 
on duty in the corridor to cject the report- 
ers from the corridor.

At the afternoon session, Mabel Spang 
took the stand and contradicted the tasti- 
mony of Dr. Graeme Hammond and Dr. 
M. J. Echeverria, the two physicians upon 
whose declarations she was adjudged of un- 
sound mind. Against the evidence of these 
two physicians the court also had to weigh 
that of Drs. York and Cardwell, both of 
whom Mrs. Spang had retained to examine 
her daughter, and who declared her of 
sound mind and rational. 

Dr. Lawrence, the examining alienist of 
the Supreme Court, also testified that he 
had examined the young girl and he did 
not consider her mentally unbalanced. Sim- 
liar testimony was given by Drs. Brush, 
Montgomery and Lambert. 

The case in behalf of the girl was begun 


by &@ man named Bebro, who was once con- 
fined in an asvlum in Massichusetts. He is 
making a specialiv of interceding for per- 
sons who have been unjustly sent to in- 
stitutions for the treatment of the insane.

Several hundred turkeys met death by 
water yesterday in a fire which started in 
the carpenter shop of J. J. Bassett, 810

Shall Not Have Any of Her. 
Product.

COFFEY VILLE, Kan., Dec. 17.—An anti- 
piping law first and a treaty with Labette, 
Cherokee and Crawford counties, permit- 
ting them to have Montgomery County gas, 
second, was the sentiment of the session of 
the Kansas Gas Protective Assoctation, 
held in this city this week. 

The debate was, to a certain extent, @ 
repetition of the conflict between the gas 
and the gasiess counties of Kansas, which 
began with the meeting in Independence in 
November. 

The matter was precipitated by Judge 
Skidmore of Columbus, who asked the con- 
vention outright what its sentiments were 
toward the other eastern Kansas counties. 
It was replied that the gas belt first wanted 
a law preventing the piping of gas to Mis- 
sourl. Then it was ready to make treaties 
with the other counties of e state,

two others who made speeches, that wheg 
statute law failed to enab.e 6 people tu 
keep their gas at home, then other means 
would be resorted to. The speakers as- 
serted that self-preservation was the first 
law that the people of the gas belt should 
ovserve. This sentiment was heartily ap- 
plauded by the convention.

WOMAN AIDS CHURCH 
IN UNIQUE MANNER 


Pastor's Wife Distributes 40 
Dimes Among Members With 
Request to Invest. 


Special t> the Post-Dispatch. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 17.—Through- 
out the busy, turbulent commercial world 
it is not uncommon to note men, possessed 
of an intuitive capacity for making money, 
reaping large returns on smal] investments 
of capital. An exceedingly uncommon oc- 
currence, however, is one where a handful, 
so to speak, of church members and little 
Sunday-school children, moved by the im- 
pulse to pay off a church debt, by indus- 
trious individual effort, obtain a large ag- 
gregate return from 10-cent investments. 
That this can be done developed from dis- 
closures at an experience meeting of the 
congregation and Sabbath-school of the 
Emanuel Baptist Church. 

The congregation for the few years of its 
maintenance at its present location has oc- 
cupied a frame church building, which was 
changed for its present purpose, from a 
former business house. It also owns an 
adjoining parsonage property on Laurel 
street. The entire holding represents a real 
estate value of $13,000, with an outstanding 
balance of $7600 due, of which a payment 
of $750 had to be met this week. 

Several weeks ago Mrs. Mary Henry, 
wife of the Rev. J. R. Henry, pastor of 
Emamueil Church, devised a scheme for 
raising money at once novel and unique. 
She loaned the church 40 dimes (gilver 10- 
cent pieces) and distributed them to as 
many earnest workers, old and young, with 
the admonition to go out in the commun- 
ity and invest, and reinvest their ‘‘mites,”’ 
and on Dec. 93 assemble at the church and 
relate what they had done in the way of 
accumulating funds toward the payment of 
the installment of the church debt soon 
to mature. 

At the meeting in question reports were 
received from 30 or more of the men, wo- 
men and children of the church who had 
‘been busy.”’ 

One little girl, 12 years old, with her 
dime brought two 5-cent dolls. With silks, 
satins and cheap finery, donated by her 


mother, she dressed them so neatly that 
she sold them for 15 cents each. In turn 
she bought a couple of dolls which cost 
her 2 cents, did another neat -Aece of 
“dressmaking’’ and this time rualized 
cents. She confined herself to dolls and 
turned in a total of $2.75. 

Mrs. McClain, a devout member of the 
church, invested her dime/‘in flour, secured 
several donations of fruit and other mate- 
rial and made ples which she gold for 15 
cents each. Thig money waa reinvested in

HARTFORD CITY, Ind., Dec, 173.—Black- 
ford, next to the smallest county in area 
in Indiana, is to the front with the larg- 
est criminal record of any. 

The saturnalia of crime began in August, 
when Rae Krauss poisoned her stepdaugh- 
ter, Crystal Krauss, and calmly assisted 
the doctors in holding her in bed during 
her dying convulsions, called the reporters 
1 to give them the details of Crystal's “siul- 
cide,’’ selected ‘the pall bearers and the 
psalms to be sung at the service. 

Mrs. Krauss did not wait long to commit 
tlie deed. She evidently. planned it long be- 
fore her marriage to Crystal's father. It 
was just thrée months to the day that she 
administered the poison to her beautiful 
and popular stepdaughter after she married 
Crystal’s father. 

The Krauss case seemed to be an incen- 
tive for other crimes. The same week that 
Rae Krauss was hustled off to prison to 
spend the remainder of her days E. P. 
Sauderson disappeared. Five days later his 
body was taken from the Croninger gravel 
pit pond, just back of the Lake Erie & 
Western station in this city. Two bullet 
holes through his head proved that he had 
been murdered, and the heavy flagstone 
chuined around his neck was used to 
weight his body to the bottom, Sanderson 
is supposed to have been the victim of a 
family vendetta, and those accused of his 
murder are his half-brother, Ernest San- 
derson, his wife, Mra, Ollie Sanderson, his 
stepdaughter, Miss Clara Smith, and his 
two brothers-in-law, William and Otto 
Cook. The only person outside the family 
te be accused with them is Samuel Emery. 


Attempted Murder 
of Wealthy Families. 


Following this came the attempted mur- 
der of George Mussetter, a wealthy farmer. 
Mussetter lived alone on his farm in Wash- 
ington township. He sold his place for 
$4000. Charles Kingsbury, a Dundee butch- 
er, bought cattle and crops from him to 
the amount of $900. He promised to come 
the next morning and pay for them. In- 
stead, he came at night. He told Mussetter 
the money was in the hands of his brother- 
in-law, a Montpelier liveryman. He asked 
him to write a receipt and place it in his 
pocket and get in a buggy and drive to 
Montpelier for the money. Mussetter told 
him he was old and did not like to be out 
at night, Kingsbury insisted and as they 
drove out the lane he asked Mussetter if 
he had a revolver and Mussetter said no. 
Kingsbury sugwested that they take the 
mud road, a half mile out of thelr way, 
and the darkest, there being woods on 
either side. Kingsbury told Mussetfer to 
look at a new house at the roadside. When 
he looked he was shot in the head, 

Mussetter cut the horse with a whip and 
both jumped out | the first farm nouse. 
Mussetter stayed all night and Kingsbury 
drove to Dundee and conducted business as 
usual. Mussetter did not see Kingsbury 
shoot him, and as he owed him $19, jeden 
to prosecute him for fear that he would 
lose the money and have to hire a lawyer 
to help prosecute the case.

Uncle Joe Gannon is to save everything, in order that it 
may be wasted on a very costly and useless naval expan- 
sion.

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DODGINC FOR DELAY. 

Evidence accumulates that the congressional opponents 
of increased powers for the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion are laying cunning schemes to defeat legislation on 
the subject this session. 

One of these is to accept the President’s proposal, al- 
ready ambodied in the Cooper bill, but make an appeal 
from the commission to the courts operate ag a superse- 
deas. | 

In other words, the rate made by the commission in 
place of that complained of by shipper as unjust and 
unreasonable, will be suspeaded until the hearing is con- 
cluded, no restraint being imposed meanwhile upon the 
erbitrary action of the carrier. 

It is difficult to perceive much improvement in this 
over the vresent mode of procedure. The unreasonable 
‘rate stands, and the shipper must await the conclusion 
of the case for redress. And if this is granted his remedy 
is still a suit for the money. The only advantage is 
that the shipper comes into the court of appeal with the 
prestige of the commission’s approval. What that will 
be worth, practically, is a question not likely to excite 
practical men to great exertions. 

These proposals are so many dodges resorted to by the 
men who consider all railway legislation not dictated by 
the railways themselves as anarchistic. If they cannot 
defeat such legislation they hope to delay it. In neither 
of these projects should they be allowed by public opin- 
jon to succeed.

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APPLYING EDUCATION TO LIFE.

When these two populations keep pace with each other, 
the growth and wealth of the great modern city becomes 
more permanent as it becomes greater. 

When we developed our base of supply and trade in 
keeping with the population actually inside our city lim- 
ite, we are doing all, instead of only part, of what must 
be done to assure the city its future

If St. Louis is to grow in greatness as well as in popu- | 
lation, the moral and intellectual interests of the city) 
should be represented in the Million Club. 

By the plan formulated by the committee appointed for 
the purpose the membership will consist of the presidents, | 
secretaries and treasurers of the commercial organizations. 
Representatives of Washington University, St. Louis Uni- 
versity, the school board, the art museum, etc., are con- 
spicuous by their absence. 

The rea] purpose of the Million Club will be best served 
by including such interests and giving them force and 
effect. 

Mere numbers do not make a great city. Nor do num- 
bers combined with commercial success insure civic worth. 
Unless the population is infused with moral, and intel- 
lectual life and the municipal conditions in which they 
dwell are orderly and in good health, the city is an un- 
qualified mass. 

The city should be made iis for the new population. 
We need more school buildings, the city institutions 
should be brought up to the standard of a model munici- 
pality. Forest Park is to be restored and a downtown 
park syetem established. 

These improvements are necessary to induce the de- 
‘sired population to come in. Mere commercial advantage 
will tempt nobody. People must be assured that they and 
their children will enjoy opportunities for mental, moral 
and social culture before they will close with a commer- 


cial proposition.

OUR “PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS.” 

If we wish to get a just view of what we will owe to 
the gentlemen who are working so actively to give St.

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SCHOOLS IN CITY AND COUNTRY. 

The forthcoming report for 1904 of the state superintend- 
ent of schools shows a school population of 900,000, an 
| enrollment of 731,410 and an average daily attendance of 
464,706. 

According to the school census in June, 1904, St. Louis 
contained a school population—that is, persons aged 6 to 
19—of 178,200. The enrollment for the first quarter was 


al 


76,269 and the average attendance 65,170. + 

It thus appears that in the state 74 per cent of the | 
school population is enrolled, while the average attendance 
is 46.7 per cent. 

In the city 42 per cent of the population is enrolled, 
while the average attendance for the first quarter (Sep- 
tember-December, 1904) is 36.5 per cent. 

How does it happen that the enrollment and attendance 
throughout the state is so much greater proportionately 
than in the city? Economic necessity presses as heavily 
in the country as in the city. Probably as many children 
and youths are taken from school and set to work in the 
country as in the city. Allowing the proportion due to 
this cause to be about the same, how shall we explain 
the fact that nearly half the school population in the 
country attend school, while in the city the attendance is 
only a little more than one-third? 

With all the advantages of good pavements, short dis- 
tances and favorable hours, attendance is discouraged by 
want of school buildings, and a corps of well-paid teach- 
ers numerous enough to do justice to the pupils. 

St. Louis needs, now, twice as many school buildings as 
we posseas. Rooms of 60 are common. No teacher can 
do good work with more than 30 to 40. 

If these are the conditions now, what shall we say to 
the 250,000 people whom we have invited to swell the 
population to 1,000,000? 
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It is a very short memory that cannot compare the pres- 
ent municipal conditions in St. Louis with those of ten 
years ago. We still need a great deal of improvement, 
but it is clear that great progress has been made.

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A Review of the Results as Reached After Six Months of Serial Denunciation of E 
ness and Political Corruption.

The question of what Thomas W. Lawson has or has 
not told since he began his series of articles under the 
heading of “Frenzied Finance” must be a puzzling one for 
those who have read them as they appeared from month 
to month. His methods in the six articles which have 
appeared in as many successive months have been calcu- 
lated to excite the interest and curiosity of the reader 
and to keep them strained to the highest pitch, rather 
than to develop his facts in succinct and consecutive order. 


To turn back to the period of the beginning of these ar- 
ticles, to review them from the beginning; to set from 
them whatever connection of fact appears definitely in 
them, has been made a work of great present interest oe 
importance by recent ‘hal developments connected | 
with them. 

As few readers may have time 
review is to attempt it in a summary which will 
at once what Mr. Lawson has actually disclosed and 
the same time what he has thus far reserved from pubd- 
lication.

In a general way, his 
prospectus announced the coming exposure of a “system” 
carried to a high state of organization, backed by prac- 
tically unlimited capital, and operating corruptly in the 
control of the country’s most important business interests 
as well as of legislatures, municipal assemblies, courts and 
presidential elections. The prospectus leads the reader to 
expect detailed evidence based on personal knowledge and 
so corrobodated as to have the value*of conclusive evi- 
@ence in a court of law. Point by point, this evidence 
was to deal with several conspiracies involving the con- 
trol of the gas supply of Boston and other cities, espe- 
clally of Boston, through the “Bay State Gas Co.,"’ or- 
ganized by Addicks of Delaware in its complicated rela- 
tions with opposing companies, organized for the Standard 
Oil Company, through Henry H. Rogers, William Rocke- 
feller, John D. Rockefeller and others in alliance with 
them. 

A second item to which this was to lead was a dis- 
closure of frauds in the organization of the copper min- 
ing industry of the country. 

With this and developing through it into other related con- 
nections, there was promised a complete exposition of a 
system under which, with W. H. Rogers in executive con- 
trol, the Standard Oil Company operates In business and 
in politics. 

A third ttem of the prospectus called attention to mat- 
ters of sensational interest involving James R. Keene of 
New York, already celebrated for his Wall street opera- 
tions, 

A fourth item in this index of future disclosures was 4 
“hurry call’ and the response with $5,000,000 to control the 
electoral college in a presidential election. 

The fifth disclosure promised was of the corruption of the 
judiciary with a specific case to be detailed of how two 
dress-suit cases full of money “were slipped across the 
table at the foot of a judge’s bench” in return for a de- 
cision and of a plot to recover the money after it had 
been thus paid. over. 

The seventh item of the prospectus promised an exposure 


) of the worst imaginable corruption in the law-making of 


Massachusetts, with evidence to show that legislators when 
needed were bought as if “in open market.” 

In the eighth item, evidence was promised of the dis- 
appearance of a prominent lawyer, his death and the death 
of his secretary, both sudden and both presumably from 
this statement the result of murder as an incident of the 
conspiracies dealt with. 

In the eighth and ninth items concluding the outline in 
advance of what was promised, the public was informed 
of an exposure of methods of blackmail and of the con- 
nection between various great conspiracies and the courts 
of various states, including New York, New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania and Delaware. 

After the appearance of this in July, the August install- 
ment of the story was devoted to introducing the history 
of the struggle for the control of Boston gas franchises 
and also to the organization of the Amalgamated Copper 
Co. The article gave an interesting and not wholly in- 
artistic description of Henry H. Rogers, devoting not quite 
a column to the peculiarities of his eyes.

Joseph Dynes purchased « pitcher at a 
bargain sale. sold it for 10 per cent profit, 
reinvested in pencils and sold thera for 6 
cents each: bought fancy paper and en- 
velopes with his principal and interest,

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BINOCULAR VISION MAY 
BE ACQUIRED BY ADULTS 


Slowly, She Learns to Distinguish 
Forms With the Aid of Stereo- 
scepe and Opera Glass—Removal 
of Cataracts Restored Her Sight

IOWA CITY, Io., Dec. 17.—A 
blind from birth, and who acquired her 
sight through an operation when she was 
22 years of age, is being treated_in_ the 
psychological laboratory at the state uni- 
versity. 

Those who have been studying her case 
believe that they have succeeded for the 
first time in teaching binocular vision to 
an adult. The current opinion of the med- 
ical profession is that the ability to see an 
object as single while using poth eyes must 
be attained early in life or not at all. 

From the time of the Chesselden case in 
1728, when the operation for cataract came 
into use, only six other instances are re- 
corded in which persons born with com- 
plete cataracts In both eyes received their 
sight after reaching maturity. The present 
case is the first to be studied in a psycho- 
logical laboratory in this country. The op- 
eration, known as needling of the lens, 
was performed by Dr. Lee Wallace Dean, 
professor of opthalmology, at the _ state 
university of Iowa, and surgeon for tho 
state school for the blind. 

The name of the patient will be withheld 
until the experiments are completed. 

The training by which the young woman 
was taught binocular vision was conducted 
by Dr. James Burt Minor, instructor in 
philosophy, who has been making the 
psycological examination. Although she at 
4rst used only one eye to see with, just 
as all cross-eyed persons do, she has now 
learned to see views through the stereo- 
scope with both eyes. The two pictures of 
the stereoscopic view are combined by her 
into one picture seen in relief, the same 
as they are by a person with normal sight. 
These obeervations have been carefully 
tested and are corroborated by Dr. Carl K. 
Seashore, professor of psychology at the 
university. 


How Persons 
Learn to See. 


The investigation touches the interesting 
question propounded 20 years ago by 
Molyneux to Locke as to whether a per- 
gon born blind and acquiring vision in 
adult life could distinguish a cube from A 
sphere without touching them. Except for 
her touch and hearing experience, gained 
at the school for the blind, this young wo- 
man was in the same position as a baby so 
far as understanding what she saw. The 
experiments give much valusbdle and curious 
information as to the way persons learn to 
see. 

Experience with the opera glass and tel- 
escope were especially unique to her. With 
the opera glass reversed she had great dif- 
fieulty in understanding how the little per- 
eons shé saw could be human at all. The 
morning after she looked through the tele- 
scope @he anxiously inquired if other per- 
sons could see the points of the stars. She 
seemed quite worried because she had been 
unable to see the points, which her previous 
touch experience had indicated were to be 
found on the stars.

On the 
doctor's writing table are a number of 
statuettes and curios, and, among the lat- 
est photographs, is that given to him re 
cently by President Roosevelt. The public 
interest aroused by the doctor's wonderful 
treatment is evidenced by the great vol- 
ume of criticism and @mment it has 
called forth in the world’s press. In a 
short time the newspaper cuttings filled 
four folio books, after which Dr. Lorenz 
ceased to have them classified, and the 
bundles containing tthem are dgposited 
with the lumber. 

The marble balustrading of the terrace 
on the north side of the house came from 
the Elizabeth bridge and the Tegethoff 
bridge in Vienna, pulled down for the pur- 
poses of the underground railway in that 
city. In the center of one of the flower- 
beds a graceful palm grows out of a 
carved marble block, once a weil head in 
Venice. The Caryatides and the carved 
lions in marble came from old palaces in 
Venice. The view from the terraces is 
charming. 

Innumerable walks wind through the 
grounds which are thickly planted with 
all sorts of trees. The doctor has an ex- 
cellent tennis court formed on the hill- 
side, where in the geason spirited contests 
take place. There is also an alley where 
the game of Kegel, somewhat resembling 
ten-pins is played.

The 
immediate response, however, to the Mon- 
day and Tuesday crash was Thursday’s 
inanimate market, with the smallest full 
day’s business since Sept. 23—the very date 
when the defunct “western clique’ began 
its extravagant operations—and with prices 


drifting aimlessly. 
This certainly gave no cue regarding re- 


sumption of a “‘boom.”’ ' 

In’ Wall street’s experience one delusion 
has recurred at every such period. "The 
brisk and more or less sustained recovery 


in prices following the “‘turn’’ ‘of the stock 
market from the low figures of a crash, 
is invariably mistaken for a sign that the 
fall in prices meant nothing, and that the 
status quo, existing before the break, was 
promptly to be res{ored. 

Looking back at this distance, it may 
seem incredible that precisely such a no- 
tién was entertained of the Wall street 
market between the overwhelming panic 
of August, 1893, and the profound depres- 
sion of 1894.

“After paying a profit to the buyer, the 
renovator, the wholesaler, the retailer, the 
freight both ways and the internal rev- 
enue tax, it costs the consumer 3c per 
pound. Local creameries with cold stor- 
age facilities could have paid the farmers 
from 560 to 100 per cent more for their but- 
ter fat, without the drudgery of churning, 
and the creameries would still receive a 
handsome profit at the same price on a 
product in every way superior to the reno- 
vated and recolored mixture which now 
sells in most of the grocery stores in Ok- 
lahoma. at three times what it brought Iast 
summer. 

“With milch cows selling at $12 to $15 ana 
butter at 30c per pound in Oklahoma there 
is something radically wrong. It is up to 
our people to solve this problem by making 
an equation of conditions.’’

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SCALPING WHEAT 


Professionals Doing Most the 
Trading and Trying to “Do” 
One Another. 


CORN DISPLAYS STRENGTH 


Conditions That Have Influenced 
the Principal Cereal ~ 
Markets. 


BY GEORGE D. D. KELLEY. 


Purely a scalping market in wheat, If 
scalping can be called pure, and where the 
professional traders are trying ‘to ‘“‘do’’ one 
another. And I cannot see anything to 
correct present speculative conditions in 
the near future. There are usually two 
sides to a market, but there are times 
when one side is more powerful and im- 
pressive than the other owing to actual 
legitimate conditions. 

Just at present the changes in the courss 
of values depends more upon the speculat- 
ive than the legitimate conditions; in fact, 
the latter are more subservient than usual 
to the speculative than the legitimate con- 
ditions. Early in the week bearish con- 
ditions developed such bearish specula- 
tion that short selling became entirely too 
popular for a narrow professional market 
such as it was. This was proven by an ad- 
vance largely through these early sellers 
covering their sales, alarmed by a reduc- 
tion in receipts that it was thought might 
develop a bullish cash situation. Minneap- 
olis was leader in this latest bull move- 
ment, furnishing about all the bull ‘‘dope.’’ 
A few days ago that market was crying 
Over excessive supplies and no adequate 
demands. Now to read their gossip one 
could almost imagine they were on a star- 
vation basis. |

Actually there has been no change in the 
cash situation. Movement of winter wheat 
continues small and of spring wheat has 
fallen off, but demands for the actual 
wheat have not increased, simpiy because 
the demand for flour has not increased. Nor 
does there appear to be any prospect for 
flour trade to improve during the small 
balance that is left of the year 1904. e- 
cember is a dull month for the flour mills. 
It is a notable exception when it is not. 
The holidays and the turn in the year is 
nearing and no one feels like stocking up. 
Certainly this year with the price far above 
ordinary and displaying no real stability, 
do the jobbers or bakers care to lay in 
supplies. Hand to mouth requirements are 
good enough for them. What will happen 
after 19% opens is different. Most millers 


_look for a good trade then, as domestic sec-

the large lots figured through. Daily sales 
have been made and the stock in store is 
being steadily reduced, but at no alarming 
rate. Total decrease for the past week 
promises to be less than 100,000 bu and the 
stock of contract grade will probably be 
down to 1,060,900 bu. Current ofiustinan En 
been sufficient to meet local and nearby re- 
quirements, but while choice wheats met 
ready sale and premium prices paid, there 
was no snap or urgency displayed in the 
buying.

It is not likely that the import buvers of 
Europe will turn to this country for large 
supplies while they are able to draw much 
cheaper wheat from other sources. A cer- 
tain amount of American flour for strength- 
ge their own flour may be taken by 
English millers and certain brands to 
meet a special demand, or low grades of 
attractively low prices may be called for. 
but it will take a shutting off of the of- 
ferings from Russia, India or the Ar- 
ey to an alarming extent to let in the 
inited States as a larger seller of bread- 
stuffs to Europe than ft has been so far 
this season. here is nothing to indicate 
such a shutoff is poasibie, though there is 
occasional talk of Russia doing so, and 
India at about this time in the year de- 
creases her sales for shipment until ~her 
new crop is secured.

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TENNESSEE AFTER 
THE RACE TRACK

Methodist Conference Is Backing 
Fight to Drive Them From 
the State. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 17.—Following is 
the copy of the bill drawn for the purpose 
of preventing betting at -race trackg in 
Tennessee, which is to be presented to the 
next legislature and which is now in the 
hands of Rev. W. E. Thompson, chair- 
man of the Memphis Methodist Conference 
Committee, which is backing the fight: 

“Section 1. Be it enacted by the Gen- 
eral Assembly of the State of Tennessee, 
that it shall be unlawful for any person 
to record or register, by mechanical or 
other means, bets or wagers, or sell auc- 
tion pools, or French mutual pools, or en- 
gage in any bookmaking, by or through 
any device, book, instrument or contriv- 
ance, upon the result of any trial or con- 
test of skill, speed or power of endurance 
of man or beast which is to take place 
within or beyond the HMmits of this State. 

Section 2 of the bill shows the extent 
to which the proposed legislation goes: 

“Be it further enacted, at any per- 


eon who shall bet or wager, by or through 
the sale or purchase of auction is, 


contrivance, and any person who shall sell 
auction pools, French mutlal pools, or en- 
gage in any ag ages by any known 
contrivance, shall be guilty of gaming." 

‘Sec. 3. e it fyrther enacted, That any 
person found guilty under this act, anes 
conviction, shall be punished as in other 
misdemeanor cases. 

“Sec, 4. Be it further enacted, That it 
shall be the duty of the judges of the 
circuit and criminal courts in this state 
to give the provisions of this act in tIn- 
structng grand juries in the several coun- 
ties of the state as a part of the charge. 

“Sec. & Be it further enacted, That Sec- 
tion 4881, of the e of Tennessee, and 
an act to amend Section 4881, approved 
March 26, 1891, be and the same are hereby 
repealed. 

“Sec. 6. Be it further eancted, That this 
act take effect from and after its passage, 
the public welfare requiring it.’’

Missouri Pacific’s Arkansas-Mis- 
sourl Mineral “District Branch 
Will Cost About $72,000 a Mile 
When Completed. 


FINE ROADBED THROUGH 
COUNTRY IS VERY ROUGH 


Tunnels Through Mountains and 


Cuts Through Bluffs, to Say 
Nothing of Many Costly 
Bridges. Every Few Miles.

PARAGOULD, \Ark.. Dec. 17.—The.White 
River branch of the Missouri Pacific Rajl- 
way is nearing completion. To those who 
have not personally watched the construc- 
tion of this line it would appear that 
the work has progressed slowly, but if 
they had the proper conception of the 
enormous amount of work that is being 
done and has already been done, they 
could understand the situation more clear- 
ly. 

President Gould is a great oellever in a 
proper grade and his company has decid- 
ed to cut through mountains and heavy 
grades to reach what is desired for a 
proper roadbed. 

The first 100 miles of the road from 
Batesville follows the winding of the White 
river, the greater portion of the roadbed 
being cut out of a bluff, ranging from 60 
to 400 feet high. This was necessarily very 
slow and expensive work, but the most ex- 
pensive part was yet to come. 

At Cotter, the new town which Is about 
100 miles from Batesville and about 10 
miles east of Yellville, the road crosses 
the river and runs almost directly west 
through Marion County, thence in a north- 
east directions through Boone County to 
the Missouri Mne. A very expensive steel 
drawbridge was built across the river, 
which is many feet above the average 
height of the river. | 

From thie bridge the road goes through 
a tunnel 1100 feet long. Shere are many 
cuts, fills and trestles for several miles, to 
where it crogses George's Creek. At this 
place there is a trestie over 2309 feet lorg 
and © feet high. 


Tunnels and Outre 
Every Few Miles. 


A few miles further, at the crossing of 
Crocked creek, is another tunnel 80 feet 
long. Then two more steel bridges acroas 
Crooked creek. Passing on west up sugar 
Orehard creek, though the fittle towns of 
Zinc and lteener, there are deep cuts and 
heavy fille until the head of the creek 
is reached, where it comes to what is called 
Oregon Fiat. 


Here there is to be a cut almost one mile 
long, which will average about 43 feet deep.

An opening about eight feet hi rh 
has been cut through the entire mou 
and about 150 feet has been cut the souuized 
depth (24 feet). 


May Be Completed 
by Aug. 1, 1906. 


It is estimated that by working wit! full 
force, day and night, this tunnel can be 
completed by next July or August. There 
was a great cut at the approaches to @ach 
end of this tunnel. There was a mountain 
slide at the west ap h somé months 
ago which filled the cut and would have re- 
quired $50,000 to move it; so it was decided 
to extend the tunnel through thig slide, 
which will make the tunnel about $200 feet 
long and will cost the company $360,000 or 
more. 

Three miles further is another tunnel 3400 
feet long. This was through solid rock and 
has been completed. A few miles further 
across the Missouri line is another tunnel 
2900 feet long. 

There will be another bridge across White 
river, and also one across the James river. 
The road ts completed from Carthage south 
to Galena in Stone County. Missouri. 

It is estimated that this road will be com- 
pleted and that trains will be running 
through by Aug. 1. 190. 

This road, it is said, will cost the com- 
any in the neighborhood of $72,000 per mil’ 

he expenditure of this amount of money 
certainly indicates that the company has 
contidence in the mineral resources of the 
country.

BRUSSBLS, Dec. 17.—The atriking Jap- 
anese tower which has been constructed in 
the royal park at Laeken, close to Rrugsels, 
for Leopold, the King of the Belgians, has 
just been completed at an outlay of $400,000. 

It stands in the private part of the park, 
close to Jean de Bologne’s fountain of Nep- 
tune, and is entered through a pavilion, of 
which the carved wood portals were one of 
the chief ornaments of the Japanese na-

The pavilion is decorated within on a 
scale of unequaled magnificence. A asatair- 
case of 8 wide, low steps, covered with a

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O YOU remember a canvas that 
covered all the hanging space 
on one wall of a room in the 
Fine Arts Galleries at the 
World’s Fair—a strange com- 
position of purples, dull reds

Sphinx’’ and Galileo Chini of Florence painted it. 
The ‘‘old masters’’ painting pictures of the holy 
family, of Christ, of the Madonna, used their ac- 
quaintances as models, thus assembling medieval 
Germans or Italians in scenic compositions pecu- 
Hare to ancient Hebrews. More modern artists 
used modern Hebrew types as models, until there 
grew a new school which abandoned all pretense 
of accurate scenic environment or correct costume 
accessory and painted Christ, his family, disciples 
and auditers as Belgian, Dutch, German, French 
or Italian peasants of the painter’s own neighbor- 
hood. They brought the Divinity into thé homely 
life they knew and made his appeal, his denuncia- 
tion, his gospel personal to painters’ friends and 
compatriots. | 
Chini has moved the Sphinx from its Egyptian 


an Italian mountain top. He does not accert the 
Sphinx as a fact; it is but a symbol of ultimate 
knowledge, of the truth that no man may gain in 
life, the inaccessible solvent of doubt. And strug- 
gling up the mountain—every face intent upon the 
sun-lighted face of stone—are all the men, women 
and children of Italy the painter knew, his com- 
panions in the journey up life’s rocky way toward 
the stony face of Death.

Being answered 
the Sphinx devoured itself, the fable says, which, being in- 
terpreted, means that the enigma the Sphinx symbolized 
ceased to exist, as must all enigmas when they are solved.

W HAT anima] walks on four legs in the morning, 


with the Egyptian Sphinx, the significance of which is 
unknown to even the most learned students of the hiero- 
glyphs, he uses fhe symbol in the Greek sense of riddle, 
problem, enigma. 

In motive, his picture is a companion to Leempoel’s 
“Destiny and Humanity.” Its thought is the same deep 
problem of human destiny, seen with colder eyes, with 
more cynicism. 

It has no prophecy, no hope to offer the struggling 
human. ‘The setting sun brings forth the implacable still- 
ness, the eterna] dumbness of that stony face, stronger and 
stronger as the rays of reflected light gather beautiful 
color from the day’s end. The heights grow steeper, the 
approach to the last plateau is vertical. There is no gain- 
ing speech with the mysterious face, and those who have 
struggled longest toss their hands in despair or fall into 
the arms of companions in whom native hope has not 
died. 

It is the painter’s humor that all the world is trekking 
in search of Truth. Like the mad Doukhobors who go 
forth to find Jesus, the world’s people have gathered their 
herds and flocks and set forth to satisfy the heart’s 
hunger,

Chini’s Cynical Painting Which Might Serve as an Altar Piece in the Temple 
of Agnostics---All ‘the World Trekking In Search of 
Truth Up the Rocky Mountain of Life. 


“What is life?” they ask of the unreplying Sphinx. 
“What is the object of existence that grows out of dark- 
ness and so swiftly goes into darkness? We do not re- 
member that which was betore our birth, shall we know 
aught or be aught after breath has left our bodies? Is 
Death absolute, final, the end?” 

They cry their questions from the plain, and it may be 
the wind blows away the answer or the sounds of men at 
labor dull ears that do not hear the blessed assurances. 

They try to get nearer the great face, within hearing 
distance of the lips that may speak. They go quietly over 
the grades that rise from the plains to the foothills and 
then, in the clear air of morning, they see the face is so 
near that the journey to it will be brief; but the sun sets 
and leaves them gtruggling up a steep, intermjnably long 
and difficult, with the face as far away as ever. 

The light is dying, and those in the front fight for the 
first place where the path has grown narrow, One who 
steps out of the melee free to be first narrowly escapes the 
clutch of clawing hands that would drag him back. The 
path leads him down into a chasm, and he hopes that be- 
yond the chasm will become a pass through the vertical 
wall of atone, above which is the plateau of the Sphinx.

The cynicism of the painter makes a mock of hope. “'« 
bullock’s eye is as full of understanding as the eye of 
man. 
ence as the man who has driven him up the mountain, as 
much as the woman kneeling by the dying father who 
gazes toward the ultimate height she may not reach and 
toward the lips of stone that will never answert her. 

Chini used » myth as the basis of his ‘se , modi- 
fied it to a symbol of his own philosophy and painted the 
world as he sees ft: struggling toward a bourne he knows 
naught of. It is an altar piece for the Temple of Ag- 
nostics. Only dry minds can have joy in it, only those in 
whom hope is dead, to whom faith is childish eredulity, 
from whom charity may not flow. It is a gorgeous canvas 
to be glimpsed in passing through a gallery; it is a thing

Gen. Kuropatkin’s Favorite Charger 
Gains a Place in History — Other 
Renowned Steeds of the Battlefield— 
As a Rule They Lived Long and Died 
in Peace. 


HE stories of Gen. Kuropatkin’s devotion to his 
favorite charger remind one of many a great 
: _goldier between whom and the horse that has 
carried him through long campaigns there has been an 
affection almost human in its intensity. 

A famous ease in point is that of Lord Roberts’ gal- 
lant charger Volonel—the little gray Arab which carried 
its medals and its master so proudly in the Diamond 
Jubilee procession. Volonel had belonged in bis early years 
to an Indian chief, and when Lord Roberts bought him 
he discovered that the Arab’s tail had been broken in two 
pleoss to produce a graceful caudal curve. When Queen 

awarded medals to her soldiers who had fought 
im the Afghan campaign and in the expedition to Canda- 
har, Volone? was greatly but not undeservedly honored. 
Lord Roberts proudly hung around his neck the Cabul 
medal with four clasps and the Candahar star of bronze, 
and later the Queen presented him with the Jubilee 
medal. 

At the advanced age of 23 the game little steed—he 
was only 141-2 hands high—was oo» playful as any kit- 
ten. He survived to see his 29th birthday, and “lies 
buried near the Royal Hospital, Dublin, in the rose gur- 
den.” 

Copenhagen, Wellington’s famous chestnut charger, 
was only two inches higher than little Volonel. He 
carried his great master through the Peninsular war 
and bore him. for 18 hours on the day of Waterloo.

He survived Napoleon nine 
years and when old age and pneumonia combined to end 
his career his skeleton was sent for preservation to the 
Royal United Service Institution in Whitehall. 

There has seldom, if ever, been a braver and more loyal 
war horse thin Traveler, who carried his master, Gen. 
Lee, through scores of battles, and came through them 
all without a scratch. It is said that he whinnied piti- 
fully when he followed the General’s coffin to the grave; 
and it was not long after that, while grazing, a nail be- 
came imbedded in his foot and he died of lockjaw 
Copenhagen bore Stonewall Jackson through ten fierce 
battles before the fatal bullet struck his rider. He 
survived, through an honored and lovingly tended old 
age, until 1886; and he may be seen today, stuffed and 
cleverly mounted, in a glass casé¢ in the library of the 
Soldiers’ Home in Richmond, Va. 

Gen. Washington had many horses who rendered him 
devoted service, and whom he regarded with affection; 
but the most prized of them all was the brown charger 
which he bestrode at the surrender of Lord Cornwallis. 
Hung with heavy mourning robes and led by a groom 
he followed the coffin of his dead friend and master to 
his last resting place. Gen. Sheridan’s famous black 
war horse, Rienzi, long survived all the dangers of war 
and died, loved and mourned, in 1876. His body was 
mounted and is to be seen in the museum of Governor's 
Island, in New York Bay.

HE little Czarewitch of Russia is destined, if he 
T live, to boast more titles almost than he will ever 

be able to recite. He will be a Czar six times 
over; his ducal titles will far exceed a score; he will be 
hereditary Prince and Sovereign of the Princes of Cir- 
cassia, Successor of Norway and so on through a glitter- 
ing array of dignities, ranging from Emperor and Auto- 
crat of All the Russias to the Lordship of Pleskoff. 

He will be able to call a hundred palaces his own, 
though he will probably never enter half of them; his 
servants will be an army numbering over 30,000 people, 
and every year he will pay them in wages a sum almost 
sufficient to make a millionaire. His private estates will 
cover 2,000,000 more acres than there are in the whole 
of Scotland, and they will yield him -a reveriue for his 
own spending of over $10,000,000. 


Nor is his condition as an infant deserving of pity, 
unless one can feel sympathy for a baby who has a hun- 
dred cradles, of which the plainest is studded with jew- 
els, at his disposal, and whose feeding bottles are of 
gold, while his layette is aaid to be more dainty and 
costly than the trousseau of many a queen.

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KINGS IN THEIR BUSINESS OFFICES. 


l.i. Kuropean monarchs have so much work of a 

A purely business-like character to get thronch 
constantly that for the most part they find 1 
necessary for its proper performance to adopt, for a time 
at all events, purely business methods and to regard 
themselves just as the heads of great commercial houses. 

Thus King Edward, who is one of the busiest of them 
all, has at each of the royal palaces what is nothing 
more or less than a simple office, devoid of all the lux- 
urious appointments that one might reasonably expect 
to find in the private apartment of the ruling head of 
(reat Britain. “Business methods for business men” is 
King Edward's motto in this connection, and “s on an 
average there are some 40,000 letters or official papers 
of one kind or another which demand either his atten- 
tion or that of his secretary every year, the wisdom of 
it can be appreciated by the humblest commercial per- 
son. Whatever writing His Majesty finds it necessary 
to do himself is done in a quick, hurried style of pen- 
manship, which in itself is a suggestion of the quantity 
of work he has to perform. 

The King is most particular that al! his letters and 
papers shall be arranged and filed according to an ex- 
cellent system which is largely his own invention, and 
he never keeps anv of them after the necessity for doing 
so has ceased. It is an instance of His Majesty's re 
luetance to accu “ylate “rubbish.” as well as his strict 
regard for secrecy, that every morning the contents of a 
large wastebasket are taken charge of by his private 
secretary, who is personall 7 responsible for _— that 
they are burned. He smoke; hord while he is engaged 
om business matters, and invariably has a box of cigars 
and another of cigarettes at his elbow.

Of all the oifices of Kings, that in which the King of 
Italy performs his daily task is the plainest and least 
pretentious. This arises partly from the fact that King 
Victor Emmanuel’s tastes are of the simplest and his 
views on business matters very strict, and partly from 
the rigorous, Spartan method of his upbringing, in the 
course of which he was taught to go without everything 
that savored of luxury and comfort. He is at his desk 
every morning not later than 9 o'clock, and being such 
an early business man himself he cannot tolerate tardi- 
neas in others. 

Not long ago he had occasion to notice that the work 
of one of the government departments was very much 
behindhand, and, wishing to find out why, he turned 
up at the office of the clfief one morning at 9 o'clock. 
The first of the subordinate officials of the department 
did not put in an appearance until two hours later, and 
it was midday before the chief himself arrived. When 
he did so he was astonished to find the King himself at 
his desk deing his work.

Project to Make. St. Louis a “Seaside” 


T IS now possible for St. Louis 

| to add to its summer attractions 

by the construction of a perma- 

nent salt-water bathing resort 

along novel and attractive lines,

- features believed to be feasible in putting this 
The experiment has al- 
ready been successfully tried in Cincinnati, 
though on a smaller scale than may be compassed 
in St. Lonis.

“eaque lagoon 1600 feet long and 1000 feet wide 


the bathhouses. At the other would be a mighty waterfall, 
100 feet high, breaking through rocks and forming cas- 
vades and rivulets on its way to join the lagoon below. 


On the fourth side there could be an elaborate seascape, 
flanked by rocks and trees, giving the impression that the 
lagoon is a diminutive bay or inlet, opening out into the 
mighty ocean itself. This scenery, it is pointed out, might 
be painted by Mr. Austin, the artist who prepared the 
beautiful scenery in the “New York to the North Pole” 
attraction, and who has given his opinion as an expert, 
that a “permanent seashore” for St. Louis is easily possible. 
The water will at no place be of greater depth than seven 
feet, and it will decrease in depth as it approaches the 
beach. 


And the surf? Well, there is where the most ingenious 
conception of all is brought into play. There will be a 
surf, yes—a surf that rolls in, white-capped, and breaks 
against the beach, sending its volume of water far up 
along the shining sands. Into and over these waves, before 
they break, the bathers may dive, just as if they were at 
the real seashore, and be knocked and rolled about by the 
surf. What will produce this surf? Why, nothing more 
nor less than an astonishing contrivance of invisible revolv- 
ing screws, based on the principle of the propellers of At- 
lantic liners, great motive forces that beat against the 
water and send it from them in long waves toward the 
beach, combing and rolling until they break. and foam over 
the sands, and then retiring again, precisely as do real 
ocean waves. The mechanical problems involved in th. 
plan have all been studied and solved and it is known that 
the scheme for producing surf is entirely practicable. 

A machine for producing surf-waves in otherwise still 
water has just been invented by Herr llofrat Hoeglauer, a 
German scientist, who has only recently fitted up a swim- 
ming place in Munich, supplied with his contrivance, The 
wave maker is situated at the deep end of the bathing pool 
and consists of a large wedge-shaped instrument worked by 
an electric motor. The waves are mace (0 rise to a considera- 
ble height and Herr Hoeglauer announces that with more 
powerful machinery this can be done on large sheets of 
calm water. About 18 waves come rolling in per minute 
and break in surf at the shallower end of the pool, which 
is 45 yards long by six wide, tapering gradually .into an 
excellent imitation of &@ natural beach. 

As to other problems accompanying the enterprise, all 
have been carefully considered and made for 
the successfu] working of the scheme from bezinning to 
end. The water in the miniature ocean will not stagnate, 
it is pointed out, because there will be a constant flow into 
the River des Peres, though not sufficient to make an ap- 
preciable current.

If 
he had had no other magnetic virtues, his downright 
earnestness would have made him a national figure in an 
age when the gospel of efficiency, howsoever little it may 
be practiced, is preached day and night and everywhere. 


ORD CHARLES BERESFORD stands, the 


Nobody who saw Lord Charles Beresford go down one 
day to the House of Commons and ask for 70 ships that 
would coat $100,000,000 is likely to forget it. Not even 
the House of Commons had spoiled this fighting scion of 
a fighting house. He was not afraid of its comfortable 
contentment. The strongest force in the world needed 
strengthening, and Lord Charles Beresford asked for 70 
ships. He had preached efficiency to My Lords at 
Whitehall, and he gave up his post at the Admiralty to 
preach efficiency to the House of Commons. 


The Secretary to the Admiralty laughed in his face. The 
House of Commons laughed too. But within thirteen 
weeks the Seoretary of the Admiralty had his Naval 
Defense Bill in hig hand, and within thirteen weeks more 
the Naval Defense Bill—involving an expenditure of 
$107 ,500,000—was passed by the House of Commons. 
Lord Charles Beresford had not had his choice of 50 
seats in Parliament for nothing. 


He has the proud satisfaction today of a command 
in a navy which owes much of its formidable power to 
him, and he will use its power, should necessity come, 
with valor becoming his house. Fighting tingles in the 
blood of the Beresfords. They have been, for genera- 
tions, among the governing families of Ireland. Long 
before any Beresford now living was born a Viceroy 
crossed St. George's Channe] and found a Beresford 
“filling a position greater than the Lord Lieutenant, and 
virtually King of Ireland.”

peaceful posts of all; when the Church of Ireland was 
disestablished, there was a Beresford at its head. 

Lord Charles has the spirit of his race. His fame 
has grown naturally out of his daring as a sailor and 
his fearlessness in public life. He has lived the strenu- 
ous life, has stirred the dry bones, has done more than 
any other man now living to popularize the navy. Out- 
side the navy he has been its best friend, as inside it 
he is one of its best tacticians. 

He has profound faith in the fleet and those who 
know him well speak with confidence of the ships under 
his own command. Lord Charles is among the greatest 
masters of tactics in battle, and has his own conceptions 
of tacties, which, it is said, are characteristically novel. 
He believes in the British navy as the best navy bn the 
seas. 

If that is so, the credit of it is largely due to Lord 
Charles himself. It was not always so. That was a 
striking thing which Lord Charles Beresford told a 
Frenchman when soldiers were still pouring into South 
Africa in tens of thousands: 

“In 1888-9,” he said, “if you had had the man, and jf 
the circumstances had been favorable, you Frenchmen 
could have defeated England without any alliance. [ 
say this to you—I, a British Admiral. * * * Eng- 
land thought war no longer possible, and we all went to 
sleep.” 

The old order changeth, yielding place to new, and out 
of the fleet of 1889 has come the fleet which, in Lerd 
Beresford’s words, is “capable of beating the combined 
fleets of Russia, Germany and France.” Not that he is 
impatient, having the power of a giant, to use it as a 
giant. Lord Charles’ motto is that “strength is peace.” 
This broad-shouldered, strong-built man, with a stern-set 
face, whieh hurls defiance at regulations, is firat of all 
a man of peace, if peace can be kept with honor. The 
cost of the navy, he is fond of saying, is England's in- 
surance money. 

He is @ man of btain and action. He was sent to sea, 
a delicate boy, he tells his friends, to see if the strong 
air would put strength into him. It did. He is a child 
of the sea. The oceans of the wofld are very near to 
him; you can almost hear the waves in his words. He 

has not lived upon the sea since he was 13 without 
catching something of its soul. He is wide and big and 
free, without the restraints of petty rules and little 
visions which grow in 
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natural thing. The regulations of the navy were under 
a severe strain when the commander of the Condor took 
his gunboat into range at Alexandria, but the Temeraire 
was aground and Lord Charles Beresford forgot the reg- 
ulations. He could no more remember them than Nelson 
could see with his blind eye. So the Condor—with no 
more than three guns—with no armor deck and her sides 
not even bullet proof—ran out to silence Fort Mara: 
bout, the second fort in Alexandria. It was one of the 
things which make men wonder if they dream. “You 
must be mad, sir!” said one of his officers when Lord 
Charles gave orders to engage the fort, from which one 
shot might knock his gunboat into splinters. 

Mad it was, no doubt; but it was the madness which 
triumphs. “Of course,” Lord Charles has often said in 
telling the story, “if one of them had happened to-hit us 
there would have been an end of the story. But they 
didn’t and a mies is as good as a mile.” For two hours 
the Condor went on firing, and at the end there was not 
one effective gun in the fort. We have heard of Ad- 
miral Seymour’s signa! until it has become famous; but 
the “well done, Condor!” which went up before the 
whole fleet was the recognition of an act of gallantry 
as truly great as any that has been achieved in war. 

Nor was the silencing of Fort Marabout the only con- 
tribution Lord Charles Beresford paid to the building up 
of the new Egypt. When the fighting was over and Arabi 
Pasha sent his Arabs to storm the Khedive’s palace and 
kill every person there, the counter move fell to the 
commander of the Condor, who went ashore, enabled 
the Khedive to escape and set up a system of police 
of which one authority said that “no such work has ever 
been done with such complete absence of violence.” 

The mere naming of Lord Charles Beresford’s achieve- 
ments would fill more space than can be given to them 
here. The rescue of Sir Charles Wilson and his party, 
when wrecked on their return from Khartoum, was de- 
scribed as “a remarkable feat of arms,” and it was 
achieved after the steamer had been repairing for 24 
houre under fire from the enemy’s fort. Lord Charles 
had comniand of the Naval Brigade with Sir Herbert 
Stewart in his last march across the desert, and was the 
only man left alive of those in immediate charge of the 
machine guns at Abu Klea.

Real Ocean Surf, Are Its Attainable Attractions--- White- 


Capped Waves May ‘Be : Produced by Sabmarine Machinery--- Unique 


Project to CMake St. Louis a 


T IS now possible for St. Louis 
to add to its summer attractions 
by the construction of a perma- 
nent salt-water bathing resort 
along novel and attractive lines. 
Real sea sand, real salt water of 
a depth sufficient for swimming, 
real ocean surf, are among the 
features believed to be feasible in putting this 
project into execution. The experiment has al- 
ready been successfully tried in Cincinnati, 
though on a smaller scale than may be compassed 
in St. Louis. There are no insurmountable obsta- 
eles in the way in this city. The ground neces- 
sary for the ‘purpose should be easily obtained in 
the western Forest Park suburbs. The full de- 
tails of the project, as set forth in the following 
article, have already been discussed and ap- 
proved. It only remains for a determined effort 
to carry the scheme through to triumphant con- 
clusion.

N THE discussion of this project which has already 
been indulged in, the fact of the ease with which it 
may be successfully put into execution has been plain- 

ly recognized. The cost of the undertaking is not pro- 
_hibitive. The advantages accruing from the possession of 
_. uch an attraction would be well-nigh incalculable. It is 
~ plainly seen that St. Louisans, though living a thousand 
miles from the ocean, may nevertheless be provided 
with a permanent seashore where people can revel 
in the delights of sea bathing, sun themselves on 
the sen-sand beach, watch the children with tiny 
spades and buckets digging “pirates’ caves” along the 
_ shore, and, altogether, have just as good a time as if they 
had journeyed to the Atlantic coast. 

Plans showing the possibilities of the project have 
been formulated. it is feasible to construct a pictur- 
aque lagoon 1500 feet long and 1000 feet wide 
with a sandy beach running down into the water 
itself may be 600 feet wide, whereon 
_ehildren may disport themselves or paddle in. the shallow 


water, while bathers plunge into the surf or rest them-

the bathhouses. At the other would be a mighty waterfall, 
100 feet high, breaking through rocks and forming cas- 
evades and rivulets on its way to join the lagoon below. 


On the fourth side there could be an elaborate seascape, 
flanked by rocks and trees, giving the impression, that the 
lagoon is a diminutive bay or inlet, opening out into the 
mighty ocean itself. This scenery, it is pointed out, might 
be painted by Mr. Austin, the artist who prepared the 
beautiful scenery in the “New York to the North Pole” 
attraction, and who has given his opinion as an expert, 
that a “permanent seashore” for St. Louis. is easily possible. 
The water will at no place be of greater depth than seven 
and it will decrease in depth as it approaches the 
beach. 


And the surf? Well, there is where the most ingenious 
conception of all is brought into play. There will be a 
surf, yes—a surf that rolls in, white-capped, and breaks 
sending its volume of water far up 
along the shining sands. Into and over these waves, before 
they break, the bathers may dive, just as if they were at 
the real seashore, and be knocked and rolled about by the 
surf. What will produce this surf? Why, nothing more 
nor less than an astonishing contrivance of invisible revolv- 
ing screws, based on the principle of the propellers of At- 
lantic liners, great motive forces that beat against the 
water and send it from them in long waves toward the 
beach, combing and rolling until they break and’ foam over 
the sands, and then retiring again, precisely as do 
ocean waves. The mechanical problems involved in th. 
plan have all been studied and solved and it is known that 
the scheme for producing surf is entirely practicable.

A machine for producing surf-waves in otherwise still 
water has just been invented by Herr llofrat Hoeglauer, a 
German scientist, who has only recently fitted up a swim- 
ming place in Munich, supplied with his eontrivance. The 
wave maker is situated at the deep end of the bathing pool 
and consists of a large wedge-shaped instrument worked by 
an electric motor. The waves are made (o rise to a considera- 
ble height and Herr Hoeglauer announces that with more 
powerful machinery this can be done on 
calm water. About 18 waves come rolling in per minute 
and break in surf at the shallower end of the pool, which 
is 45 yards long by six wide, tapering gradually .into an 
excellent imitation of a natural beach. 

As to other problems accompanying the enterprise, all 
have been carefully considered and made for 
the successful working of the scheme from beginning to 
end.

AST summer a protracted drouth in the Wichita 
district of Kansas threatened the inhabitants 
with enormous loss.
